It is generally put fn the form 
of the direct question; but oe- 
casionally one hears more em- 
phatic statements made, and per- 
haps an indignant personage will! 
lay down the law in angry tones 
by saying something of this kind 
“There is no danbt of it. And 
Association ought te 
put the thing down at once by 
punishing every player st yerely 
wha is reporte dto them for rough 
play." 

Of course, it 1s easy to say 
things like this, for nob man spe 
dially commits himself by @ re 
mark of that type. But what con- 
cerns us far more the 
question as to whe ther rough play 
ix really on the increase or not; 
though we may also profitably 
discuss the matler as to whether

be. 

Now, for my part, lel me sa) 


at once that | am certam there ft 
not nearly so much absolutely 
rough play in Soccer a6 there used 
to be. I can remember in years 
gone by match after match where 
ene might certainly have com- 
plained with truth that the play 
verged on the rough side from 
start to fmish. And in very few 
games of importance did it hap- 
pen that there was not once or 
twice a suspicion cf some player 
acting unfairly in one way or an- 
other. 

But look at this matter as we 
know it in present-day matches. 
It is impossible for me even to 
yenture a guess at the enormous 
number of Soccer games played 
all over our island week after 
week between September and 
May. But if we take the three 
principal Leagues alone for this 
purpose, we may sel down about 
eighty games as the woekly fare 
provided for Soccer erowds.

dreds of amateurs and profes- 
sionals engaged with the famous 
teams which make up these three 
great Leagues. TI feel quite sure 
that such a result will challenge 
comparison with that of any other 
sport which) is as popular, as wide- 
ly played, and as exciting as As- 
sociation football. 

You will have gathered, there- 
fore, even by now that my answel 
to the question which forms the 
title of this article fe “NO.” But 
I will acknowledge right away that 


what I hav@eedid ether answers 
the query of ‘Is th@re, a great 
deal of rough play?” than the 
one origitially proposed 

It is quite true that we may 
have no very htrge amount of 


rough play, and yet, however smal 


it may be ~n total, we may stial 
have more*than we like to see 
or more than ought to be. You 


are, therefore, quite entitled to 
ask me loro a little further, and 
to sel down precisely a few re- 
marks rather more strictly comn- 
fined to oir first question. 

In that esse 1 would 
“There is too much rough 
simply because the ideal 
be that there should not

at all.’ But we are all human; 
and human beings will alwaye 
vary in temper, in character, in 


judgment, and in action. 

Whilst this remains so—which 
will be a8 long as the world lasts 
—we shall always find some 
player in every sport under the 
sun, and in every country mm the 
world, ready to take an unfai: 
advantage of his opponent; eager 
to sap up any chance of a win 
for his side or himself—by using 
his strength, his brains, his bodily 
powers in what we may term a 
rough and debasing fashion, 

Football lende itself particu- 
larly well to those kinds of un- 
fair advantage or improper tac 
ties whieh are the outcome of 
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bodily strength misapplied. You 
can often make 4 point, or gain 
your end, by charging an (op- 
ponent in a way which the rules 
do not allow, by tripping him 
when there {s. no necessity fot 
anything of the kind, by admin- 
istering a halt-concealed kick or 
blow which lays him ont, or in- 
capacitates hin for the rest of the 
match, 
Question of Penalties. 

With respect to the penalties 
placed on those who offend—pun- 
ishments of the ground, of the 
player, of the elubs—by the gov- 
erning bodies, 1 fully endorse and 
support them. In my opinion, 
once a player or club has been 


clearly proved guilty of absolule- 


ly rough play, purposely done, no 
punishment can be too severe, not 


only in order to deter him or the 
club from similar wrong-doilng inj 
to act as an ex= 
ample to anybody else wha might 
same
